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BRITISH NATIONALITY. 


Ay/ official summary of the proceedings at the Imperial 
Confetence held in London last year contains references to 
the important subject of the nationality of Britishers born 

d. One of the documents accompanying the summary 
Cai an outline of the Iaw as it stood before the Act 
which came itte force in 1915. This document, prepared 
for the Fonterence by the Home Office, defines the differ- 
ence befween jus svli, by which every child born in the 
territory of a State becomes at birth one of its nationals, 
and Jur «-uevinie, by which nationality is ‘acquired through 


. 


petefuat descent: The former was modified in 173v, when 
the first generation born abroad of British parents became 
entitled tu British nationality, and again in 1772, when the 

. principle was extended so as to confer the statusof British 
subject npon grandsons born abroad. In practice the 
latter amendment went farther than this. A child born 
abroad whose father or grandfather—Wway a British subject 
had the right to. claim British Mationglity, having the 
the option of being reeistered,4s a British subject on 
coming of age. Only the acceptance of| foreign nationality 
by two successive generations broke the!link. 

When the measure which was passed in 1913 came 
before Parliament members of the Government asserted 
that the Bill made no difference to the Jaw, but only 
codified it. Now we have a Home Ofice Memo- 
‘random -declaring that the Act, deliberately changes 
the Jaw which had prevailed for a century and a 
half. The Act of 1915, says the Memorandum, repealed 
both the earlier statutes. but in substance re-enacted the 
Act of 178U, the net result being that British nationality bee 
came limited once again to the first generation bora abroad. 
This change, the document proceeds to explain, was intro- 
duced upon the recommendation of an Inter- Departmental 
Committee, which adduced the following reasons: (a) 
that in normal circumstances the closeness of association 
with the British Empire of families of British descent in 
‘a foreign country tends to diminish with each generation 
born abroad, more especially if marriages with forei 
women take place: and (b) that the transmission of British 
nationelity through successive generations born abroad 
necessarily and automatically produces many instances of 
dual nationality in cases where that foreign country 
possesses fhe jue aubi. “ 

Happily, the authorities at Home are realising, 
though not too promptly. that a mistake bas been 

'-made. Apparently to-their surprise, they learn that in 
countries such as Japan, tbe South American republics, 
Portugal, and Tunis," the British communities during

Of 
this latter figure, $316,000,000 re 
presents foreign debt, and $143,000,-
